Rev. 111*. Behrend* Pointed Out the Nec­ 
essity of Churches Doing Flitted 
Foreign Mission W ork. 


N e w Y o u r , M ay 2.—The opening ex­ 
ercises of the last day of the Ecumenical 
conference drew a large attendance.

T h a t o f G ib r a lta r B r e a k s th e R ec o r d 
o f M odern T im e s. 
A lthough by no m eans the m ost terri­ 
ble, the hist siege of G ibraltar, when 
th e Rock was held by a B ritish garrison 
under G eneral Elliot against the com­ 
bined effort* of the Spaniards aud 
French from July 5, 1779, to Nov. 26. 
1781, holds the record as the longest 
im portant siege of modern tim es. The 
fact th at every uow aud again tne g ar­ 
rison were able to add to their pro­ 
visions by successful sorties kept them 
from 
succum bing 
to 
bunger, 
but 
scurvy claim ed nearly 1.000 victims. 
For weeks together over 6,000 shells 
were throw n into the town daily. 
A 
curious point about this siege is th at 
the governor of G ibraltar, afte r having 
done everything he could think of to 
strengthen the fortifications, issued a 
proclam ation calling on any of tile g ar­ 
rison who had any schem es to propose 
to call on him w ith them . as fie did not 
wish the Rock to fall when by listening 
but a few m inutes to a private iudivid 
ual it m ight be saved. 
By bolding the fortress of Plevna 
during the R usso-Turkisb w ar from 
Sept. 7, 1877, to Dec. IO against the 
pick of the R ussian arm y the Turkish 
garrison, under Osm an Pasha, aceom 
plislied the impossible, according to 
both m ilitary aud medical experts; for 
not ouly did they defy the besieging 
force when it num bered nearly 50 to I 
against them , but they lived for 12 
w eeks practically w ithout food. Vet on 
Dec. lo. afte r having eaten their last 
grain of rye, they sallied out aud 
pluckily tried to cut their way through 
the R ussians.—Loudon Mail.

The 
fact that every uow and again tne gar­ 
rison were able to add to their pro­ 
visions by successful sorties kept them 
from

hunger,

scurvy claim ed nearly I.(MHI victim s. 
For w eeks together over 0.000 shells 
w ere thrown into the town daily. 
A 
curious point about this siege is that 
the governor of G ibraltar, after having 
done everything he could think of to 
strengthen the fortifications, issued a 
proclam ation calling on any of the gar 
risou who had any schem es to propose 
to call on him w ith them, as he did not 
wish the Rock to fall when by listening 
but a few m inutes to a private iudivid 
ual it might be saved. 
By bolding the fortress of Plevna 
during the Russo-Turkish war from 
Sept. 7. 1877. to Dec. IO against the 
pick of the Russian arm y the Turkish 
garrison, under Osm an Pasha, aecom 
plished the im possible, according to 
both m ilitary and m edical experts; for 
not only did they defy the besieging 
force when it numbered nearly 50 to I 
against them, but they lived for 12 
w eeks practically w ithout food. Yet on 
Dec. lo. after having eaten their last 
grain of 
rye, 
they sallied out aud 
pluckily tried to cut their way through 
the R ussians.—Loudon Mail.
